Last Minute 
Pact Averts 
Teacher Walk 



by GLORIA DAVIS 

After eight months of negotiating in 14 
meetings, the teams representing the An- 
tioch High School Board and the school's 
teachers in the teacher contract negotiations 
came to a tentative agreement on Thursday, 
Nov. 6 in time to avert a full-scale strike by 
the teachers set for Friday. 

The 24 points agreed upon will be 
-presented to the teachers for ratification on 
Wednesday, Nov. 12 and the board will take 
its vote on Thursday, Nov. 13. 

When classes were dismissed on Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 5, neither the students or 
teachers knew if there would be school the 
next day. Notifications .of the school's 
opening were put on local radio news 
programs early Friday, after the nine-hour 
marathon meeting. 

"Although school attendance was not up to 
normal, the absenteeism was not excessive," 
said Supt. Gary Allen, remarking on 
Friday's absentee lists. 

Though neither body expects unanimous 
approval, Ted DeRousse, president of the 
teachers' union, said that he thought the 
teachers would be satisfied with the points 
agreed upon. 

"I'm glad it's over with. It's good for both 
sides and I see the kids smiling again," said 
Board of Education President Robert Lind- 
blad. 



Lmdblad said that the fair share part of the 
teacher's package is still not popular with 
some board members. He expects the ap- 
proval vote to be either 6-1 or 5-2. 

Lmdblad also said that some of the points 
of agreement would be made retroactive to 
June 30 when the teachers' contract expired 
and others would not. 

He added that he could foresee little in- 
crease in the budget already approved for 
the 1966-87 school year since most of the cost 
increases had already been allowed for in 
that budget. 

It might follow that the board didn't go 
much over 7 percent on salaries in the 
agreement. -~" 

At th'e next regular meeting of the board of 
education, the salaries for the school's ad- 
ministrative staff will come up. 

Allen is expected to make proposals to the 
board which will then meet and vote on any 
changes or increase salary proposals after a 
discussion on the matter. 

In (he past, any administrative salary 
increases have usually been in the same 
ballpark as those given to the teachers. 

Lmdblad gives most of the credit for the 
tentative settlement to the six members of 
the two negotiating teams.

After school, Kelly went 
into the Navy for almost 
three years. He participated 
in three invasions, including 
Okinawa and Iwo Jima, 
during his naval career. 

Released from the Navy, 
Kelly took advantage of the 
GI Bill and learned auto 
mechanics before joining the 
Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad as a switchtender. 
Kelly stayed with C & O f or 
nine years before "boredom 
set in" and he "decided to go 
clowning." 

After bis debut in the late 
1960's with the three-day Cir- 
cus- City Festival in Peru, 
Ind., Kelly was asked to per- 
form in Austin's Motor Der- 
by. 

We averaged 458 miles a 
day traveling from show to 
show," KeUy said. Many 
times, he said, they traveled 
through the night, arriving 
just hours before a show 
would begin. 

In 1964 Kelly gave up 
traveling for a year to work 
for Kodak at the New York 
World's Fair PaviUion. After 
the fair's run, Kodak offered 
Kelly a year's contract. to 
tour hospitals and special 
events. His contract was 



later renewed for three more 
years. 

Kelly said making sick or 
lonely people happy is 
something he enjoys. "There 
isn't anywhere in a hospital I 
haven't been," Kelly said. 

He often was given tours of 
hospitals from "top to bot- 
tom, front to back and 
sideways. Touring hospitals 
was very rewarding in a lot 
of ways," Kelly said. 

Kelly, woo is "60 and 

: proud of it," moved to Tom- 

.bstone, from Indiana 

because he likes Arizona and 

can take his "Ernmett Kelly 

Jr. Circus" in any direction. 

"When you're on the West 
Coast," Kelly said, "ail the 
bookings are in the East and 
when you're on the East 
Coast, they're all in the 
West." Despite all his 
travels, Kelly said he doesn't 
plan to retire or ever tire of 
traveling. 

It's been a rewarding life. 
I love it all," said Kelly, who 
has enough plans in motion 
to keep him busy for another 
60 years. 

None of Kelly's five 
children have pursued circus 
careers. Since they are 
"scattered here and there," 
KeUy said he doesn't see 
them as often as he would 



like. The only member of the 
family who works in Kelly's 
circus is his wife Nancy. She 
helps out as ringmistress, 
but has done a little of 
everything including filling 
in for the star clown. 

Before becoming 

ringmistress in 1978, Mrs. 
Kelly dressed in her 
husband's makeup for 10 
shows while he recovered 
from multiple cuts on his 
face and head. After a per- 
formance one night in 
Terrytown, N.Y., for a music 
fair, Kelly walked into the 
"Wheel of Destiny" coun- 
terweight. JHe needed 100 
stitches in his forehead, 
down the right side of his 
face to his lip. The back of 
his head required 18 stitches. 

Ernmett and Nancy now 
make their home in Tom- 
bstone, Ariz., site of the 
famous "Gunfight at the OK 
Corral." When home, he's a 
member of the Tombstone 
Vigilantes, a non-profit civic 
organization that raises 
money for charity by putting 
on shows for visiting tourists 
on the second and fourth 
Sunday of each month. Ern- 
mett plays a U.S. Marshal in 
the "gunfight," and adds, 
"The good " guys always 
win."

The production of 
"Fireman, Save My Child!" 
at The Grand Hotel's theater 
in Wauconda presents a 
problem for a reviewer. It's 
a corny, cliche-ridden show 
with one-dimensional 
characters and a stale plot. 
But how can they really be 
faulted for that when that 
seems to be exactly what 
they wanted to achieve 

The play, written by Ned 
Albert and directed by 
Tcrric Sncll, is billed as an 
old-fashioned melodrama 
comedy and clearly is in- 
tended as a throwback to the 
earliest days of theater. 

The show does a good job 
of recreating the flavor of 
that period in theater's 



time when 
gesture was 
every point 



history: the 
nearly every 
exaggerated, 
overstated. 

The story concerns the 
efforts of villainous Ar- 
chibald Quinglc in his at- 
tempt to make the fair Daisy 
Dor ranee forget Archibald's 
brother Chester and fall for 
him instead. Chester had 
gone off to the city to seek his 
fortune and hasn't been 
heard from in a while. 

However, when Chester 
later returns, it complicates 
Archibald's plans, requiring 
him to become even more 
cunning. 

The actors clearly have a 
great deal of fun with their 
roles. By far, the most en- 
tertaining and appealing 
character is Archibald. As 
played by Gary Koon, he is a 



colorful' but stereotypical 
villain, complete with a 
handlebar mustache, black 
cape and nasty laugh. He 
says things like "Now for 
some dirty work!" and even 
the old, reliable "Curses! 
Foiled again! "and somehow 
Rets away with it. 

Bethany Evans as Daisy is 
very funny as the dainty 
damsel who, as she says in a 
satirical soliloquy, is"even 
more put-upon than usual." 

One problem with the play 
is that Chester, un- 
fortunately, with his Dudley 
Do-Right voice, seems bland 
in comparison to Archibald. 
Actor Brad Davison cer- 
tainly seems competent 
enough a nd docs what he can 
with this boring character to 
bring him to lire. But the 
script doesn't really call for 
him todo much of anything. 

Cultural enlightenment 
this play is not, but it doesn't 
try to be. It's more like a big 
good-natured joke that the 
audience is invited to be a 
part of by "Boo" and "Yea" 
signs which the actors oc- 
casionally even point to. 
They also sometimes speak 
directly to audience 
members, responding to 
heckling or commenting on 
the play's action itself. 

I usually find that 
technique of breaking the 
illusion to be annoying when 
employed by TV shows like 
"Moonlighting", for 
example. But in this case, it 
seems fitting.

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50 Horses Need New 
Stable After Blaze 



by MARK BENNO 

The owners of 50 horses 
got a nasty trick on 
Halloween night when the 
largest horse barn in Lake 
County was destroyed by a 
late-night blaze. The treat 
for the owners after that 
news was that none of their 
horses were injured or 
killed. 

The barn, owned by the 
Beau K Ranch, was in rural 
Grayslake at 19055 W, 
Washington St. Oldtime 
county residents will 
remember it as the old 
McGaughey horse barn. 

The barn took in horses for 
board, so none are left out in 
the cold, although many 
owners had to do some fast 
footwork to relocate their 
animals on short notice. 

Steve Allison of the Beau K 
Ranch said that plans for 
rebuilding the bam are 
already in progress. 
Rebuilding the barn is not 
really a matter of choice, 
because Allison remarked, 
"we've got to, in a hurry." 

Allison said' that most of 
the destroyed structure was 
built in 1976. Some work on 
the building had been com- 
pleted as recently as 1985. 

How the fire started is per- 
plexing Allison. He said that 
the Beau K Ranch spent a 
considerable amount of 
money and time cleaning up 
the ranch when they bought 
it. Their insurance company 
listed the ranch as being safe 
and low-risk, added Allison. 

Fire fighters from around 
the area joined Grayslake to 
battle the blaze. The fire 
fighters even saved the lives 
of approximately 42 horses, 
said Lee Shannon of the 
Grayslake Fire Dept. 

Shannon also said that one 
Grayslake fire fighter was 



injured in the evacuating 
process. Thomas Jacobs was 
kicked in the ribs by one of 
the horses he was trying to 
get to safety. Shannon said 
the injury was not too 
serious, since Jacobs was 
treated and released. 

Spontaneous combustion 
holds the preliminary blame 
for the fire. Shannon said 
that the hay barn, where the 



fire apparently started, con- 
tained approximately 8,000 
bales of hay. 

Allison does not fully agree 
with the preliminary cause, 
but the investigation is con- 
tinuing. If the cause is deter- 
mined not to be spontaneous 
combustion, then a new in- 
vestigation will attempt to 
determine the actual cause.

Conservation Advice 



With the winter season 
upon us, all Illinois residents 
should take the necessary 
steps to conserve energy and 
keep their utility bills at a 
minimum. When residents 
cannot afford to pay their 
power bills because of 
economic hardship, they 
should also check into 
assistance programs which 
will help cover energy costs, 
according to State Rep. Dick 
Klemm. 

Most residents can reduce 
the amount of energy used to 
heat their home by keeping 
the doors closed to unused 
rooms, closets or cabinets; 
placing a rug along the bot- 
tom of doors to stop drafts; 
opening the drapes on the 
east, south and west side of 
the home on sunny winter 
days; and closing the drapes 
or shades on cloudy days or 
at night. 

It is also beneficial to keep 
the thermostat at 68 degrees 
during the day and dial the 
thermostat down five to 10 
degrees during the night. 
This could save utility 
customers up to 10 percent 
on heating bills. In addition, 
residents should check fur- 
nace filters monthly, seal 
cracks around windows and 
doors with caulking or tape, 
and make "interior storm 
windows" out of plastic film.

Conserving the use of hot 
water can also go a long way 
toward lowering energy 
costs. Homeowners and ren- 
ters can reduce their power 
bills by up to 20 percent by 
keeping the temperature on 
hot water heaters set on low- 
-approximately 120 degrees. 
It is also a good idea to in- 
sulate water heater storage 
tanks with an approved kit; 
take a short shower instead 
of a bath; do not run hot 
water continuously when 
washing or shaving; and 
wash clothes in warm or cold 
water when practical, 

For those who have dif- 
ficulty paying their utility 
bills, the state has im- 
plemented several energy 
assistance programs. For 
example, the Illinois Home 
Weatherization Assistance 
Program helps low-income 
families reduce their utility 
bills by weatherizing their 
homes. Since 1979, the Dept. 
of Commerce and Com- 
munity Affairs has used 
federal funds to weatherize- 
free of charge-an average of 
15,000 homes a year for the 
elderly, handicapped and 
other low-income citizens. 
The weatherization is 
provided by local agencies, 
usually a Community Action 
agency. This one-time in- 
vestment of weatherization 
funds is "repaid" when 
energy use is reduced year 
after year, allowing the 
family to remain more self- 
sufficient. 

When a home is 
weatherized, energy costs 



are reduced, and the dollars 
saved are free to be spent on 
other purchases. While 
calculations are complex, 
each dollar spent ot pur- 
chases other than energy 
bills will generate about a 
dollar more in economic 
benefits to Illinois citizens. 

Other economic benefits 
include the fact that the 
weatherization program 
pumps tens of millions of 
dollars into Illinois com- 
munities. Over 90 percent of 
these funds are spent in 
Illinois purchasing 
weatherization materials 
locally and creating jobs for 
Illinois citizens. 

Those needing assistance 
in meeting utility costs can 
receive help through the 
Illinois Residential Af- 
fordable Payment Plan- 
often known as the "12 Per- 
cent Plan." This program 
allows qualified customers 
to pay 12 percent of their in- 
come on utilities. This 
lowers the amount citizens 
pay for utilities, and ensures 
that their power will not be 
shut off during the cold win- 
ter months. Those with in- 
comes of up to 125 percent of 
the poverty level are eligible 
for energy assistance-- 
approximately $13,752 for a 
family of four in Illinois. 

Another program, the 
Illinois Home Energy 
Assistance Program, helps 
eligible households pay 
home energy bills. For more

Superintendents' Graveyard 



Perhaps the best argument residents of Ar- 
bor Vista have in seeking to detach from 
Warren Twp. High School and become part 
of Libertyville High School's District is the 
continuing instability at the top at Warren. 

The abrupt "resignation' 1 of Dr. Lawrence 
Callan last week lent credence to the local 
joke that Warren has become a superin- 
tendent's graveyard. It was clear that Callan 
was forced out of his job. In fact, the faction 
of the board that wanted him out was so 
desperate that it agreed to pay his contract 
through March, 1987 if he would agree to 
resign. He did. 

Callan ted the district admirably through a 
very tough couple of years. Consider some of 
the problems that have been dealt with in the 
past few years: 

-Relocation of the campus to Lake Forest 



in the aftermath of an arson fire, destroying 
the old campus. 

-Putting together the money to rebuild the 
old campus in a manner that could bring the 
community into accord. 

-Fighting off a bid by Arbor Vista residents 
to leave the district and attach themselves to 
Libertyville. 

It is to Callan's credit that right up to the 
end, he worked diligently for the best in- 
terests of Warren's students. His persistent 
efforts were crucial to obtaining $375,000 in 
emergency relocation aid that was vetoed 
last spring. 

If the board of education does not soon 
exert the leadership to bring stability to the 
district, they may find that residents of Ar- 
bor Vista are not the only ones who would 
like to opt out.

Plight Of Too Many Beds 




At another time nnd perhaps another 
place, the revelation that Illinois has more 
excess hospital beds than any other state in 
the country would be devastating to plans tor 
construction in North Chicago of the Chicago 
Medical School/Humana Corp. joint venture 
hospital. In the era of deregulation and 
advancement of free market competition, 
the reality of existing hospitals having scores 
of beds going unused comes as little more 
than incidental information. 

A recently released study shows that 
Illinois has from 7.005 to 18,090 too many 
hospital beds with most of the excess being 
located in Chicago. 

The significance of the study is that excess 
hospital beds add untold millions of dollars to 
health care costs in general. Even empty, a 
hospital bed represents a variety of fixed 
costs such as mortgage payments and 
staffing. 

Existing Lake County hospitals, each with 
individual excess bed capacity, are working 
with various degrees of success in for- 
mulating new utilization policies. The advent 
of the proposed Chicago Med/Humana 
Hospital will only make a bad situation 
worse as far as these hospitals are con- 



cerned, but in the present environment it's 
"every man for himself." 

Much as we support the free enterprise 
system, we struggle with the wisdom of 
abandonment of the apparatus of state 
supervised Certificate of Need (CON) 
process for building new hospitals as is being 
advocated in some quarters, especially 
higher medical care costs. The only hope is 
that the new hospital advocates, taking 
market conditions into account, might want 
to hold off on starting construction until 
population growth and redistribution catches 
upwith bed capacity. 

Even as naive as that might sound; what 
other straw is there to grasp? Along with the 
information on hospital beds, experts are 
predicting that up to 25 percent of Illinois 
hospitals will be forced to close within the 
next five years. That calamitous reality is 
almost impossible to contemplate, certainly 
a fact that can't bo-shrugged off with a bow 
toward the free market philosophy. 

Obviously, the cumbersome and much- 
criticized Illinois CON process didn't do its 
job. The excess bed capacity didn't evolve 
overnight. Now maybe economic restrictions 
will come to bear, painful as they might be.

For the last 30 years Howard had thought 
of being a ham radio operator. 

"Some 40 years ago a friend, Carl Lin- 
dstrom in Omaha, interested me in short- 
wave radio," he said, "but I didn't have the 
money to get the equipment in those days. 
Finally, in 1962 I bought some books and 
tapes on amateur radio, operating, and 
listened to the tapes during the frequent 
plane trips I had to take for my work. 

"Any radio amateur can give you the test 
from FCC for your novice license. Coin- 
cidentally, I met this same friend again after 
all those years, and he gave me the test. Af- 
ter I passed the novice class test, I then 
passed the technician class test, consisting of 
a written exam on radio theory and FCC 
regulations. Finally I passed the general test 
using code tapes and received my amateur 
radio operator's license. 

Leisure Village condo regulations preclude 
any antenna on the roof of one's house. So 
how does Howard broadcast with his short- 
wave radio? Simply through an attic an- 
tenna. He transmits messages on a 100-watt 
set with only a 22-foot antenna in a dipole set 
in a tiny closet. He also has a 66-foot long an- 
tenna inserted in the attic with an antenna 
turner which electronically shortens or 
lengthens the antenna to the appropriate 
frequency. 

"I primarily work on 15 and 20 meters 
band," Howard added. "I have voice con- 
tacts with both east and west coasts, South 
America, Canada and Mexico. Recently I 
communicated with Auckland, New Zealand 
on 10 meters. The other radio operator and I 
exchanged information about transmitters 



and antennas, and he was surprised at his 
good reception from only the attic rig of 
mine. 

"And I have some very interesting chats 
with my fellow "hams" round the world. The 
other morning at 2 a.m., I contacted the skip- 
per of a Japanese merchant ship in the north 
Atlantic. He told me that it was a cold, rough 
night out there in the ocean. It turned out that 
he lived near the air base where 1 had served 
in Japan." 

Like most Leisure Village residents, 
Howard had a good reason for settling there. 
He and Louise had a home'in Schaumburg 
for some time, but in 1976 they bought a 
small unit in the village as a "playhouse" as 
they called it. They liked the social and 
recreational facilities so well that, in 1960, 
they bought their present larger house.

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How To Beat Floods Without An Ark Business Briefs 



by GARY S.MEYERS 

When your home has 
suffered a disastrous flood or 
lire, it's not always enough 
to have insurance. You may 
also need, someone to slog 
through the muck for you 
and help reclaim your 
belongings. 

What you may need is a 
disaster clean-up contractor, 
who specializes in helping 
homeowners and business 
people recover from 
disasters big and small. 

"Recovering from a fire or 
flood is an overwhelming 
task physically and 
emotionally," said Bill 
Hughes, president of 
Metropolitan Services, Inc., 
a disaster restoration firm. 
"We evaluate the damages 
and determine what goods 
can be salvaged," 

In the event of severe 
damage, which requires the 
household goods to be 
removed while repairs are 
being made, firms like 
Metropolitan will take in- 
ventory and pack up the 
belongings to be cleaned and 
deodorized. 

"We do whatever is 
necessary to restore your 
belongings and then store 
them until the building has 
been repaired," said 
Hughes. "We also dry out 
structures that have suf- 
fered water damage through 
a flood or from fire hoses." 

Recently Hughes' com- 
pany was contracted to 
assist in the recovery of a 
moving and storage com- 



pany u at- was hit by the 
floods tuat afflicted a large 
part or the i.l id west. 

The mover had about 350 
storage bays, all of them 
holding other peoples' 
households, and all of them 
containing about two feet of 
water, said Hughes. 

"We coordinate most of 
the repair work through 
subcontractors," said 
Hughes. "We have about 
320.000 cubic feet of 
warehouse space for storage 
but that's not enough. 

Most disaster restoration 
companies, including 
Metropolitan, do not get 
involved in the recon- 
struction of damnued 
structures. 

"That's what usually takes 
the longest," said Hughes. 
"We can have the belongings 
cleaned, deodorized nr 
refinished in a few weeks. 
(Drying a building usually 
takes a bit longer.) 
Reconstruction of a building, 
on the average, can take 
from three tosix months." 

In choosing a disaster 
clean-up contractor, it's a 
good idea to know in advance 
what services you need, so 
you don't get burned after 
the fire is out. 

"It's like looking for an 
insurance company," 'said 
Hughes. "You have to know 
what's available before you 
can get the kind of help you 
need." 

"The family is usually in 
shock when our services are 
needed," said Hughes. "The 



first thing they do is call 
their insurance agent, who 
usually recommends a 
cleanup compnay. " 

Another important step is 
to call the Better Business 
Bureau. ' They can let you 
know if there are any con- 
sumer complaints against 
the clean-up contractor. 

"When the choice is left to 
the disaster victim," Hughes 
•said, "you want a company 
that's reputable, that's been 
in business for awhile." 
A "If it were me, I'd check 
the facilities of . the con- 
tractor to assure myself that 
he can handle the job." 

Hughes said that the 
recovery cost for an average 
house could run up to $20,000, 
not including carpenters. 
The cost, he said, is deter- 
mined by the amount of work 
to be done, rather than the 
numbers of rooms or area 
damaged. 

F"" evample. there is a 



fixed price for restoring a 
five- drawer file cabinet. 

"Often people don't realize 
how extensive damage 
canbe," said Hughes. "A fire 
in the living room can send 
soot through the whole 
house. It can gel into the 
ventilation system and 
spread throughout the entire 
structure." 

Likewise, flood recovery is 
not just a matter of drying 
out. 

"You can have mud and 
sewage in the water, so you 
have to have everything 
cleaned, decontaminated 
and deodorized, or there's a 
high risk of disease." 

One flooded homeowner 
said after using a disaster 
restoration firm, "Their fee 
was covered by the in- 
surance company, and I was 
saved a tot of time and much 
pain by having professional 
help with theclean-up."

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Republicans Avoided Bossism In Hess Vote

(Political Columnist) 

. On Nov. 4, Democratic County Clerk Linda 
Hess achieved an unprecedented reelection 
victory, Hess defeated her Republican 
challenger, Donna-Mae Litwiler, 49,850 to 
47,104, She became only the second 
Democrat reelected to countywide office in 
the past 132 years. Only her predecessor, 
Grace Mary Stem, was reelected county 
clerk on the Democratic ticket. Hess 
remains the only Democratic official in the 
Waukegan Courthouse. 

Linda Hess had to overcome the county's 
traditional Republicanism, Sheriff Robert H. 
"Mickey" Babcox's vigorous support for her 



opponent, and the unenthusiastic en- 
dorsement of her own party's leadership, 
particularly Chairman Jay K. Ukena and 
former Waukegan Mayor Bill Morris. The 
Lake County Democrats failed to contest 
many offices or fielded weak candidates to 
oppose GOP incumbents, This permitted the 
Republicans to mobilize their enormous 
organizational and financial resources 
against Hess. 

But the major factor threatening Hess' 
reelection was the statewide Democratic 
campaign. Adlai E. Stevenson III resigned 
as the Democratic candidate for governor, 
Last spring after two disciples of Lyndon H.

LaRouche, Jr. were nominated on the par- 
ty's ticket. They included Mark Fairchlld for 
lieutenant governor and Janice Hart for 
secretary of state. Rather than run with 
these candidates, he described Fairchild and 
Hart as "neo-Nazis" and "kooks." Stevenson 
then formed a third party. 

The Stevenson gubernatorial campaign 
faced the unenviable task of educating party 
voters to "Punch 3" in order to support him 
and his Illinois Solidarity candidate for 
secretary of state, Jane Spirgel, as well as 
the regular Democratic Parly ticket for 
other offices. The LaRouche candidates 
disrupted the straight Democratic vote. 
Lake County recorded .24,208 straight 
Republican ballots to only 1,470 for the 
Democrats. The straight GOP vote exceeded 
the Democratic total by 22,738 ballots 1 

Despite the avalanche of Republican 
ballots, Hess increased her majority from 
353 in 1982, to 2,746 in this fall's balloting. The 
regular Republican organization anticipated 
the low voter turnout. Only 46.0 percent of 
Lake County voters participated in the elec- 
tion. Linda Hess had predicted a 60 percent 
voter turnout. 

Sheriff Robert H. "Mickey" Babcox 
prophesized that Donna-Mae Litwiler would 



defeat Hess by 1,200 votes "because in- 
dependent Republicans will stay home." 
Babcox is the most powerful and astute 
politician in Lake County. He was right on 
two out of three components in this election. 
First, there was a light voter turnout. 
Second, the "normal" straight Republican 
vote materialized on election day. But the 
sheriff missed on the third element of the 
race. 

There was a heavy turnout among in- 
dependent GOP supporters, who cast their 
ballots for Hess' reelection. Among ticket- 
splitter Hess received 48,380 (67.9 percent) 

votes to Litwiler's 22,896 (32.1 percent). Four 
years ago, Hess garnered only 57.5 percent of 
the independent vote. The Hess Republicans 
wanted to preserve the two-party system. 

They rejected Babcox's bossism and Lit- 
wiler's incompetency in the solitude of the 

voting booth. Many rank-and-file 
Republicans rejected their leaders' concept 

of team politics. These voters recognized 
that the word, "team," rhymes with 

"machine." They didn't want Republican 
Lake County to become a Democratic Crook

ORDINANCE W- 1 1-32 
AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE VILLAGE CODE OF 
ROUND LAKE BEACH. ILLINOIS. BY ADDING THERETO 
CHAPTER 10. ENTITLED "GARAGE SALES". OF TITLE 3. 
ENTITLED "BUSINESS REGULATIONS" OF it-" VILLAGE 
CODE OF ROUND LAKE BEACH, ILLINOIS 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BO" "D OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF ROUK3 LAKE BEACH, 
ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: Chapter 10, entitled "Garage Sates", of 
Title 3, entitled "Business Regulations", ol the Village 
Code of Round Lake Beach, Illinois, be and is created, as 
follows: 

CHAPTER 10 
GARAGE SALES 
3-10-1. LICENSING: 

(a) it shod be unlawful for any person or household to 
conduct a garage sale in the Village in a residential 
area without first filing with the Clerk the information 
hereinafter specified and obtaining from such Clerk o 
license to do so, to be known as a "Garage Sale Licen- 
se". The fee for such license shall be Two {$2,00) 
Dollars. 

(b) Such license shall be issued to any one person only 
two times within a twelve-month period and no such 
license shall be issued for more than three con- 
secutive calendar days, all sales shall bo conducted 
only between dawn to dusk, and any and all signs 
shall be removed after the third sales day. 

: Each license issued under this Ordinance must be 
! prominently displayed on the premises upon which 
1 the garage sale is conducted throughout the entire 

period of the licensed sale. 

3-10-2. DEFINITIONS: 

(1) Garage soles shall mean and include all soles en- 
titled "garage solo", "lawn safe", "attic sale", "rum- 
mage sale", "flea market sale", or any similar casual 
sale of tangible personal property which Is adverlised 
by means whereby the public at large is or can be 
made aware of sold sale. 

(2) Goods ore meant to Include any goods, warehouse 
merchandise or other property capable of being the 
object of a sale regulated hereunder, 

(3) Person shall mean and include individuals, part- 
nerships, voluntary associates, and corporations. 
3-10-3. INFORMATION TO BE FILED: The information 
to be filed with the Clerk, pursuant to this ordinance, 
shall be as follows: 

(1) Name of person, firm, group, corporation, 
association or organization conducting said sale. - 

(2) Name of owner of the property on which said sale 
Is to be conducted, and consent of owner if applicant 
is other than ihe owner. 

(3) Location at which sale is to be conducted. 

(4) Number of days of sale. 

(5) Dote, nature of any past sale, 

(6) Relationship or connection applicant may hove had 
with any other person, firm, group, organization, 
association or corporation conducting said sale and 
the date or dates of such sale. 

(7) Whether or not applicant has been issued any 
other vendor's license by any local, state or federal 
agency. 

(B) Sworn statement or affirmation by the person 
signing that the information therein given Is full and 
true and know to him to be so. 

3-10-4. PERSON AND SALE EXCEPTED: The provisions 
of this ordinance shall not apply to or affect the , 
following persons or sales; 

(1) Persons selling' goods pursuant to an order or 
process of a court of competent jurisdiction, 

(2) Persons acting in accordance with their powers 
and duties as public officials, 

(3) Any person selling or advertising lor sale an item 
or items of personal properly which are specifically 
named or described In the advertisement and which 
separate items do not exceed five In number. 
3-10-S. SIGNS: Any person licensed under the 
provisions of this Chapter may erect two (2) signs ad- 
vertising the licensed sale. One such sign shall be 
located on the premises where the sale is to take 
place, and the other shall be located at the nearest 
major intersection to the sale premises, giving direc- 
tions to the sale. No such sign be erected on any 



public right of way. All signs shall be removed no loteir 
than three (3) hour* after conclusion of Ihe sale, 
3-10-4. PENALTY: Any person violating any provision 
of the Chapter shall be fined not less than Twenty-Five 
($25.00) Dollars, nor more than Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars. Each day on which a violation of this 
Chapter exists or continues shall be deemed a 
separate offense. 

SECTION 1: All Ordinances, or part of Ordinances, In 
conflict with this Amending Ordinance be and they are 
hereby repealed.

Area Football, '86: The Good, The Bad, The Ugly

The 1986 football season 
proved to be a proverbial 
good news, bad news 
proposition for Lakeland 
area teams. 

Some good news: two area 
teams, Grant and Warren, 
made the post-season playof- 
fs. 

Some bad news: both lost 
in their first game. 

Some good news: four of 
the 10 area teams notched 
winning records. Grant, 
Warren, Round Lake and 
Carmel all won more games 
than they lost. 

Some bad news: area 
teams overall won just over 
40 percent of their games. 

Some good news:, for 
Round Lake, the winning 
season was the seond in a 
row for coach Mike Dunn's 
crew after winning the Nor- 
thwest Suburban Conference 
last year. For Carmel, the 
winning season was even 
more historic: it was the fir- 
st one in 14 years.

Highlight: a 20-8 win over 
Marian Central which gave 
the Bulldogs the Northwest 
Suburban Conference cham- 
pionship. 

Warren: A flood and a 1-3 
start could not stop this 
determined bunch of Blue 
Devils. 

Warren started the year 
minus the flashy tailback, 
but a combination of blue- 
collar runners Mike Wagner, 
Dave Davis, Chris Tavajian 
and Leon Darby all con- 
tributed. 

Junior quarterback Derek 
Shetton gained confidence as 
the year went on. 

Defensively, Warren star- 
ted out rough, losing to Niles 
North 20-8. The next time the 
opponent would score that 
much would be Belivdere in 
Warren's playoff loss. 

Linemen John Dollen- 
mater led the team in tackles 
and was named the North 
Suburban Conference's third 
best player. In all, six Blue 
Devils made the all-league 
list. 

Highlight: a 14-9 win over 
Stevenson which clinched 



the playoff berth. 

Carmel: Mike Fitzgibbons 
started his rookie season at 
the Corsair helm with a bang 
and ended as such. 

The Blue Devils beat up on 
Waukegan East and Wood- 
stock for a 2-0 start. But then 
came a four-game stretch 
that saw the offense struggle 
against four state-ranked 
teams. 

The defense remained a 
strength throughout most of 
the season. The line on both 
sides of the ball played well, 
as noticed by East Suburban 
Conference coaches in the 
all-league selections. 

After the four straight 
losses, Carmel gained con- 
fidence with a win over 
Notre Dame at home. 

The in the final two weeks 
of the season, Carmel's of-

[ prove management ef- 
[ficiency at the Lake County 
Mail. 

The Correctional In- 
stitution Management In- 
formation System (CIMIS) 
was developed by the Illinois 
Criminal Justic Information 
Authority, a state agency 
based in Chicago. Lake 
County officials signed an 
agreement with the 
Authority to install CIMIS in 
the county jail early next 
year. 

Once installed, CIMIS 
will: 

-Maintain descriptive in- 
formation about each jail in- 
mate, including medical, of- 
fense and criminal history 
data. 

-Keep track of each in- 
mate's housing location. 

-Determine the release 
date of each inmate sen- 
tenced to time in the jail. 

••Generate a daily 
schedule of activities for 
each inmate, including court 
appearances, medical ap- 
pointments, visits and other 
events. 

-Produce management 
reports and support other 
adminstrative work. 

"CIMIS provides the in- 
formation jail ad- 
ministrators need to main- 
tain safe, well-managed 
facilities," said J. David 
Coldren, the Authority's 
executive director. "The 
system lets officials know 
exactly who is in the jail at 
—any time, where they are 
, housed and what their 
._ criminal histories are." 

The Lake County CIMIS 
will cost approximately 
$134,000. Half the system will 



be paid for with federal 
money made available to the 
state under the Justice 
Assistance Act of 1964. 

Lake County is one of five 
Illinois counties to install 
CIMIS during the first year 
of the federal program.

Death and dying arc not 
subjects normally thought of 
as being fit for polite con- 
versation. Indeed, the latter 
is considered by many 
Americans to be the ultimate 
unnatural act. 

Helping the terminally ill 
and their families cope with 
the realities of death has 
been the mission of nearly 70 
hospice programs in Illinois. 
They are being recognized 
Nov. 9-15, Illinois Hospice 
Week, for their efforts in 
demonstrating that death, 
when dealt with openly, is 
the natural end of life. 

"We encourage our 
families to make the most of 
every day," says Karen 
McArdle, president of the 
Illinois State Hospice 
Organization, an affiliate 
society of the Illinois 
Hospital Assn. (IHA). 

"Rather than wasting time 
pretending everything is 
going to be alright, we stress 
making the time meaningful 
by resolving past differences 
or saying and doing the 



things that have been put off 
because tomorrow is another, 
day/' 

Most hospice services arc 
based upon studies revealing 
that people who are sick are 
most comfortable in familiar 
places surrounded by 
familiar faces. Con- 
sequently, nursing and 
physician services, pain and 
symptom control, pastoral 
counseling, bereavement 
care and volunteer services 
can all be provided at home. 

"We are experts in con- 
trolling pain," McArdle 
says. "Whether it's physical 
pain, emotional pain, or 
spiritual pain. We also em- 
phasize hope. Not hope for a 
cure, but hope to make it 
through the year, or the 
month, or just another day 
without pain. Hope changes 
for a dying person." 

There are three parts to 
most hospice programs. The 
first consists of home care. 
The second is inpatient care 
for people who can no longer 
remain at home. The final 
part of the program 




is 



bereavement. "That is 
another area that American 
society doesn't recognize," 
says McArdle. "What is a 
grieving person? How long 
does grief last? How do you 
deal with a grieving per- 
son?" tHospicc generally 
follows a family for 18 mon- 
ths after the death of the 
patient with regular contact 
and counseling services. 

Who is the typical hospice 
patient? According to McAr- 
dle, 90 percent of the patients 
are cancer victims. 
However, a growing number 
of AIDS patients and people 
with other termina! illnesses 
are being served by hospice 
care. More than 25,000 
people are expected to die 
from cancer next year in the 
state. In addition, ap- 
proximately 370 will die 
from AIDS. 

In Lake County, Saint 
Therese Medical Center 
provides STAR Hospice 
care. The contact person at 
the hospital is Karen McAr- 
dle.

of D-Day were serious, the 
campaign was carried out 
with a touch of upbeat deft- 
ness arid good will-with no 
sledge-hammerish tactics." 

Smith's expectations for 
success were met when D- 
Day received extensive local 
and statewide coverage. But 
the real test for Smith took 
place a little more than three 
months later, when a survey 
revealed that a full 10 per- 
cent of those who pledged not' 
to smoke for D-Day were 
still off tobacco. 

The rest is history. Smith's 
ideas was adopted by the 
American Cancer Society's 
(ACS) California Div. in 
1976. A year later, it became 
a nationwide ACS program. 

This year the ACS 
celebrates the 10th an- 
niversary of the Smokeout 
and many activities have 
been planned by the Lake 
County Unit.
